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CLAIM REJECTIONS 

35U.S.C. § 112 Rejections 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 64, 68-95, 105-108, 1 10, and 1 1 1 
under 35 U.S-C. § 1 12, first paragraph because they allegedly do not provide enablement for 
producing long-term cultures of immature dendritic cells utilizing any population of ES cells. 

Further, the Examiner admitted that the specification and the Declaration provide an 
enabling disclosure only for culturing mouse or human ES cells in the presence of IL-3 to 
produce immature dendritic cells whereas the scope of the subject claims is far broader; 
encompassing any dendritic cell derived from any ES cell. 

In response, Applicants respectfully assert that the amendments, directing, claim 64 to 
human and mouse render claims 64, 68-95, 105-108, 1 1 0, and 1 1 1 proper under 35 USC 1 12 
and request that the rejections be withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the pending claims are deemed to 
be allowable. Their favorable reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested.
